72 persons were present, in the 
little room in the cellar of the 
town hall, Tuesday night, to hear 
a Board of Appeals case affecting 
the property known as Lucci’s, at 
the corner of Lowell and Woburn 
Streets, 

New owners of the property, the 
White Spot Construction Company 
of Somerville, who also own apart 
of the Tocei subdivision in the 
vicinity of Hanson Road, were 
asking for a variance, so as to 
allow for parking of an additional 
hundred cars, or else allow a 
building to be erected on the Neigh- 
borhood Zone, with a variance for 
parking 100 less cars than the law 
calls for, 

Atty Joseph F Courtney of Wil- 
mington appeared as the spokes- 
man for the White Spot company, 

Even ‘before the hearing had 
opened Courtney was challenged by 
Felice Vitale, who alleged that 
that Courtney was in violation of 
the Conflict of Interest Law, in 
that he was also a member of the 
Finance Committee, 

Mr. Courtney quietly assured 
Chairman Gene Gage that he had 
requested ‘and recefved an opinion 
from the Town Counsel to the con- 
trary, and that he would be happy 
to file a copy of the opinion with 
the Board of Appeals, 

Gage called the hearing toorder 
at 8:05 pm, and Deputy Building 
Inspector Ralph Jenkins told the 
hearing that the applicant hadcome 
in with a proposal to build a shop- 
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Ping center, and that he, Jenkins, 
had found the proposed parking lot 
to be insufficient, It was because 
of this finding, he said, that the 
Board of Appeals was now hearing 
the case, 

Courtney pinned plans of the 
areas involved on a bulletin board 
for all to see, He told the board 
that the Neighborhood Business 
zone had a 500 foot frontage on 
Lowell Street, and a 400 foot front- 
age on Woburn Street, and that it 
was proposed to extend parking 
into abutting residential areas, 
owned by White Spot. White Spot, 
he said, proposed to build a store 
having 25,000 square feet for a 
major supermarket firm, which he 
later named, and a 45,000 square 
foot building for a discount house, 
also named, 

There would be five smaller 
stores, he said, totalling 9,400 
square feet. The present struct- 
ure, fronting on Lowell Street, 
would be torn down, Courtney said, 

Courtney told the board that the 
Proposed building could be con- 
structed under the present zoning 
law, but there had arisen the pro- 
blem of parking for 90 or 100 
more cars, The problem, he said, 
could be solved by one of two 
methods - by allowing a variance 
for more parking, or to allow the 
stores to be erected with less than 
the required parking, 

Courtney preferred the lesser 
parking, but pointed out that to 
enlarge the area would mean a

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Operation Head 
Start starts 
Monday 


Operation Head Start, in Wilming 
ton, will start Monday morning, 
at 8 am, in Wilmington High School, 

The news was confirmed yester- 
day afternoon, after a telephone 
call had been made by Rep. Fred 
Cain to the office of Senator Ted 
Kennedy, in Washington, DC, 

The Senator’s office told Mr. 
Cain that the operation of Head 
Start, in Wilmington, last year, 
was judged to be one of the better 
operations in the country, 

It also told Mr Cain that the mo- 
ney for this year was coming, but 
that at the moment it could not be 
confirmed, The confirmation came 
on Wednesday afternoon, 

The project will operate from 
Monday through Friday, each week. 
Classes will meet from 8 am to 
noon, in Rooms 101, 102, and 103 
of the High School, 

Due to the late acceptance by the 
government, it was impossible for 
the officials of Head Start to set 
up a program for registration and 
physical examination, 

Monday, June 27 has therefore 
been set up for the official regis- 
tration date, and children will be 
registered at that time, 

At the earliest possible date 
the children enrolled in the project 
will be given complete physical 
examinations, including urinalysis 
and blood tests, 

A bus schedule is to be set up, 
as last year, so that all children 
will be picked up in the morning 
and be returned hom in the after- 
noon,

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FALSE ALARMS 


A recent communication from the Chief of the 
Fire Department to the Town Manager has made 
clear the need for volunteer assistants, in the Fire 
Department, at least for certain hours of the day. 

There is no doubt as to the sincerity of the 
need, 

But one thing, in Wilmington, which has been 
adding to the burden of the fire Department for 
the past eleven years is the number of False Alarms 
The number increases, each year. 

The false alarms are caused by pleasure seek- 
ing individuals, who ‘pull’ the handle ofa fire alarm, 
generally about three o’clock in the morning. There 
must be a certain vicarious pleasure at the thought 
of fire trucks racing off, for no good purpose what- 
so-ever, 

And it is so easy. The fire alarm boxes are to 
be found all over town now, at a height which is 
convenient for people in automobiles, ‘Just pull the 
lever, and by the time the fire trucks arrive the 
party who caused the alarm to blow can be miles 
away! 

The probability is that the fire alarm system 
does some good, in reducing insurance costs, and 
in added protection to schools and industrial plants, 

But in eleven years, to the Town Crier’s know- 
ledge, there has never been a legitimate alarm 
called in from the boxes which are to be found on 
Wilmington’s streets, 

There was one occasion when a cali was made 
from the alarm box outside the town hall, which 
was not for a fire, but for a sick man. He needed 
an ambulance. Perhaps, possibly, his sickness was 
the product of too much party. Possibly it was 
the real thing. 

But that’s the only instance. 

The Town Manager, or the Finance Committee, 
or somebody, should investigate the situation. There 
are just too many false alarms, 


AN ACCIDENT PRONE CORNER

THE RABBIT’S TALE IS TOO SHORT 


Some years there were a series of stories 
published ie children, about a rabbit who wanted to 
have a tail that was as long as some owned by other 
animals, 

But whatever he did, his tail was just as short 
as it’ was when the story began, The ‘punchline’ 
which was hilarious in that day, was ‘and that’s 
why the rabbit’s tail is still short!’ 

Such, dear reader, seems to be the case with 
this newspaper. It seems to have reached its limit 
as to the number of pages it can publish, in any 
week, in the number of stories it can print, and in 
the number of photographs that can be taken and 
printed. 

It is, as many readers know, a ‘one man news- 
paper’, The same individual writes the stories, 
takes the pictures, and sells the advertising, not to 
mention other tasks, 

There is an axiom that the same person should 
not handle the ‘editorial’ end and the ‘advertising’ 
end, of a newspaper, That axiom, if such it may be 
called, is more often broken than observed, in many 
weekly newspapers, 

But the Town Crier has always endeavoured to 
‘cover’ everything. It has succeeded, largely. Many 
of the stories which appear for the first time in the 
Town Crier later appear in better staffed daily 
newspapers, 

The people of this town have been expecting 
miracles from theTown Crier, because it has worked 
to produce those miracles, 

But there are too many things to be covered in 
this town, for one man, It is impossible, for instance, 
to adequately ‘cover’ sports stories, without some 
volunteer assistance. Many other stories, many 
other pictures, should have been printed, inthis paper 
and never were, for the lack of the time to do the 
necessary work, 

This is not to complain, but rather to explain 
the circumstances ofthe day, There is, in this week’s 
issue, a letter from a reader complaining that no 
eulogy was ever written about a prominent citizen 
who passed on some weeks ago, 

A few trite words could possibly have been writ- 
ten, but they would not have done justice to the mem- 
ory of that man. The Town Crier could not find 
within itself the ability to write those trite words, 
It did want to prepare a suitable memorial, but has 
never had the opportunity. Possibly the lady who 
wrote the letter may wish to assist, 

No one knows the short-comings of the Town 
Crier better than its publisher-editor-advertising 
manager and bottle washer, 

It has been endeavouring to grow a longer tail 
for that rabbit. 

Maybe one of these days it will succeed,

Ernest W Moegelin, of 1 Gun- 
derson Road received a degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Business 
Administration, from Northeast- 
ern University, in commencement 
exercises held last Sunday, 

Mr Moegelin is to work for the 
Ford Motor Company in Detroit, 
and plans to attend the University 
of Michigan, to study for his Mas- 
ter’s degree, 
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Kevin Field, 21 year old Wilm- 
ington High School graduate, nowa 
third year student at Northeastern 
University, has gone all the way, 
in the college level of baseball, 

He returned last weekend from 
Omaha, Nebraska, where he had 
Played in the College World Series 
in Baseball, 

Kevin pitched in both games in 
which Northeastern played, against 
St, Johns of New York, and against 
Arizona, Northeastern lost both 
games, and the team eneded up in 
the number seven position, in the 
country, Kevin ended up as one of 
the nation’s best relievers, incol- 
lege pitching, 

Kevin’s baseball career started 
eleven years ago, with the Tigers, 
of the Wilmington Little League. 
John Ritchie was the coach, and 
for two years the Tigers were on 
top, in the Little League, 

As a ten year old Kevin played 
shortstop, against Winchester, in 
the playoffs, Winchester won, and 
went on to the Little League World 
Series, that year, 

Kevin’s next team was the St, 
Thomas CYO, with Father John 
Regan, then the Curate of St, Tho- 
mas, now a Chaplain in the Air 
Force, aS coach, Father Regan 
was quite an athlete, and a good 
coach, and the team won the Great- 
er Lowell CYO pennant, 

Kevin was still playing shortstop 
but when he got into High School, 
coach Jimmy Gilligan began to use 
him as a relief pitcher, to Ricky 
Frotten, who was the baseball star 
of those days, 

In 1961 Gilligan’s team won the 
Greater Lowell pennant, but lost in 
the state playoffs, to Woburn, in 
a game played in St Anthony’s field 
in North Woburn, Kevin was still 
Playing shortstop, and the team 
lost by a five to three score, 

Woburn had some good players 
that year, with its big man being 
Jack Rotondo, a heavy hitter who 
failed to connect, Pitching for 
Woburn was Eddie Foley, now a 
BC pitcher, 

Kevin and Mike Farrell, Wil- 
mington ‘catcher, were the hitting 
stars of that game, Both hit three 
baggers, Wilmington fans said, 
after the game, that they had lost 
the game because of poor umpiring, 

Next year Wilmington went right 
on to the state finais, against Ran- 
dolph, Jeff Williamson was the 

-vamber two pitcher, after Frotten, 

Field was number three. Jeff 
got sick, and Kevin pitcheda whole 
game against Newburyport - a two 
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hitter. It was the first time he was 
the starting pitcher, 

The Wilmington team defeated 
Woburn and Cathedral, on the way 
to the state finals, Kevin pitched 
against Cathedral, winning by a 
Seven to six score, Those were 
great days for the Wilmington team 

The game against Randolph was 
Played at the BC field, the best 
field that the Wilmington High team 
ever played on, Randolph had Bar- 
ry Needham in the pitcher’s box, 
and the game was lost in the last 
inning, 5-4. Kevin played shortstop 
It was his last game for Wilming- 
ton High, 

He went on to Northeastern, 
where he is majoring in English, He 
didn’t play baseball in in freshman 
year - he hadhis nose onthe grind- 
stone - in his English books, 

As a sophomore Kevin came out 
for baseball, to play under coach 
Tinker Connelly. 

Connelly didn’t see Kevin as a 
shortstop, Instead he sizedhimup 
as a good pitcher, and it was into 
the box that Kevin went, 

Last year he pitched against six 
college teams, with wins over 
Boston College, Providence and 
Colby, In the other three gameshe 
was in as a relieving pitcher. 

This year Kevin was the number 
one relief pitcher, working with 
Fred Kos, of Palmer, During the 
regular season Kevin pitched in 
nine games, won three, and lost 
none, 

After the season had ended the 
Northeastern team played in two 
games at Fenway Park, against 
Colby and Boston College, Kevin 
pitched three innings in the Colby 
game, no hits and no runs, and the 
Northeastern team won both games 
This put Northeastern in the top 
eight college teams in the country, 

Sunday June 12th the team left 
Logan Airport for their biggest ad- 
venture - the College World Ser- 
{es in Omaha, One of those in the 
Plane was Kevin Field, 

Monday the team played St Johns 
of New York, and lost, 5 to 3 This 
was the first loss, for Kevin, in 
three years, 

Tuesday the team played Arizona 
and lost, eight to one. The series 
was over, as far as Northeastern 
was concerned, but the team stayed 
one more day, to watch the re~ 
maining games, and flew home on 
Thursday morning, 

Next year is going to be still 
better, Kevin says. The team lost 
only one man, their right fielder, 
by graduation, 

And Kevin hopes to be on the 
pitcher’s mound, come the College 
World Series of 1967,

Professor Joseph F Courtney 
of 398 Andoyer Street, former 
Town Manager of Wilmington has 
been named the director of the 
Boston University Area Develop- 
ment Center, The announcement 
was made this week by BU Pres- 
ident Harold C Case. 

Dr, Melvin R Levin, of Arlington 
was designated as the Director of 
Research for the Center. 

The center recently received a 
$117,000 technical assistance con- 
tract from the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration of the U.S, 
Department of Commerce, 

The techihical assistance con- 
tract provides forthe continuation 
of economic development counsel~ 
ling services to depressed com- 
munities ‘in Massachusetts, The 
program includes business coun- 
Selling assistance and research 


and advisory services to local and 
regional development organiza- 
tions, Among the areas eligible 
for assistance are Newburyport, 
Gloucester, Plymouth, Bourne- 
Wareham, Provincetown-Truro, 
Fall River and Attleboro. 

Professor Courtney, who was 
Wilmington’s Town Manager from 
1954 to 1958, also servedthe Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts as 
director of management improve- 
ment and as associate director of 
the Special Commission on Audit 
of State Needs, An attorney, he 
is contributing editor on state and 
municipal government for the ‘An- 
nual Survey of Massachusetts Law’ 
He is a member of the American 
Society for Public Administration, 
the International City Managers 
Association and the Regional 
Science Association,

Ristuccla then requested that 
current restrictions on his gaso- 
Une permit for his new plant on 
Main Street, across from Wilming- 
ton Plaza, be removed, The pre- 
sent permit restricts the use of 
gasoline to the servicing of new 
and used cars incidental to. the 
conduct of his automobile sales 
business, Ristuccia told the board 
that it was very important to his 
overall program that he have an 
unrestricted gasoline permit, 

Mrs Drew exclaimed ‘Wait a 
minute! You want to open a gasoline 
station?’ When Ristuccia replied 
that he did Mrs Drew said, ‘I 
don’t agree with that’, 

Selectman Charles Black saidhe 
would like to see Ristuccia’s plans 
and proposals in writing, for the 


consideration of the board, Niles 
and Miceli agreed, Chairman 
Bender said he would like to make 
one commient, and that was that 
Ristuccia’s new plant represented 
an investment of over $400,000 
in the town. “ 

Ristuccia then asked if it would 
be possible for him to transferhis 
gasoline permit for the old plant 
at 496 Main Street to the new plant. 

Mrs Drew replied that a license 
Was not transferrable, dut instead 
‘stayed with the land, 

‘Wasn't it done before?’ Ristuc- 
cia inquired, Bender replied that 
it had been done before, in the 
case of Fred Cain, but at that time 
the Board had not been aware of 
the non-transferrable nature of 
gasoline permits, 

Ristuccla agreed to prepare his 
proposals in writing for presenta- 
tion to the Board at a later date.

Mrs Alma Williams and Tom 
McQuaid, both of Grove Avenue,

Bender read a letter from Paul 
J Lynch, Chief of Police, advising 
against the granting of a permit 
for a water skiing school on Silver 
Lake, The request had come from 
Edward Grinley of Brand Avenue, 
who had appeared before the Sel- 
ectmen on a previous occasion to 
discuss the subject.

Bender said that the board could 
take no action until there had been 
a formal submission of a license 
application, ‘There’s nothing we 
can do to prevent you from sub- 
mitting an application,’ Bender 
told Grinley, 

‘If we are not going to give it to 
him, and Pm certainly not going 
to vote for it, why waste histime?” 
Mrs Drew said, 


New Business 

Bender opened the ‘new busi- 
ness’ portion of the meeting by 
announcing that it was ‘Grenade 
time’. 

Selectman Black objected to the 
traffic on Middlesex Avenue, near 
the Little League park, saying that 
there was danger there.

She said that the concept of a 
Neighborhood Business area was 
that of providing fundamental goods 
such as foods and drugs, and per- 
somal services, such as barber 
shops, and shoe repair shops, 

A variance, she said, would make 
this area a ‘catch all zone’, and this 
would be a precedent which could 
be capitalized in any residential 
area, to the detriment of the en- 
tire town. 

Mrs Pederson asked that the 
board consider five questions, in 
making their decision: 

Does the granting of the var- 
fance (1) reflect the idea behind 
the present zoning map, (2) Spear 
head into a residential zone, (3) 
Infringe upon the protection of- 
fered by zoning (4) produce acom- 
mercial zone in practice, even 
though not in theory, and (5) re- 
flect a consistent policy of grad- 
ual improvement for the town? 

Richard Stosez said he was an 
abuttor who had bought his pro- 
perty three years ago, and that the 
proposals meant that ‘they would 
be coming down to my back door - 
taking the water shed area’, 

Mrs Chapman added that the pro- 
posal, to her, seemed to indicate 
a danger to small children in the 
area, 

Courtney pointed to the large 
residential area in the map which 
would not be taken up by parking, 
and said that the owners would be 
happy to fence in a play area for 
the children, if the Board of Ap- 
Peals approved.

He then asked that the Board of 
Appeals make, as a part of the re- 
cords of the hearing, the violations

Ralph Jenkins, Deputy Building 
Inspector, spoke up to say he had

Francis Kelley has quite a collection 


Francis Kelley, teacher of Math- 
ematics in Wilmington High School, 
is a man with an interesting per- 
sonality, who can inspire his pu- 
pils, Things are always happening 
in any class he teaches, 

One of the little secrets in Kel~ 
ley’s teaching careeg is a closet 
full of geometrical shapes, made 
by pupils in his Advanced Math 
classes, over the years. 

Each year, towards the end of 
the school year, the pupils in the 
Advanced Math classes are re- 
quired to submit six models, of 
their own make, which serve to 
illustrate principals in mathema- 
tics, Kelley keeps the best of them, 
some of which are quite Ingenious, 
and others which have amusing sur- 
prises, 

The white object, shown on the 
desk at far right, is one ofthe sur- 
prises, It appears to have been 
made of marble, but the interior 
is pure concrete, and consequently 
the object has a surprising weight, 
to a person who just picks it up

Each of the other objects shown 
has its own story. The pyramidal 
Shaped object in the far corner of 
the desk is the creation of Miss 
Wendy Evans. She probably spent 
many hours in its construction, 

One of the objects can be seen 
to have a little flag. Miss Nancy 
Connolly, who made it, made cer- 
tain that her handiwork would al- 
ways be recognized, as long as it 
existed, for the little banner says 
‘Made exclusively by Nancy Con- 
nolly’, The object is to be des- 
cribed as a combination of ahexa- 
gon and triangles, 

Another tricky object, which was 
submitted this year, isthe 12 sided 
figure in Kelley’s right hand, Ik 
is made of aluminum, It looks in- 
nocent, But if it is overturned it 
starts to buzz, like a hive of angry 
bees. It has within it a mercury 
switch which is actuated by a 
change of position, and which starts 
an electrical battery operated buz~ 
zer.
